(aj in clause (c) of sub-rule (1) of rule 34, for the word 
and figures “Rs. 250”, the word and figures ‘‘Rs. 400" 
shall be substituted; 

(b) in clause (d) of sub-rule (1) of rule 34, for the word 
and figurues “Rs. 50”, the word and figurucs 
“Rs. 75” shall be suubjftituted; 

(cl in the schedule 11, in paragraph 2, for sub-paragraph 
(a) the following sub-paragraph will be substituted 
namely — 

“(a) Pay of rani as specified, below 

Third Officer Rs. 250 p.m. 

Second Officer Rs. 300 p.m. 

First Officer Rs. 350 p.m. 

Chief Officer Rs. 400 p.m. 

Note The above rates of pay include, a sum of Rs. 40 
on account of Ration Alowance.” 

(d) in suiib-paragraph (b) of p.^ragraph 1 and sub-para¬ 
graph (c) of para 2 of the Schedule 11, for the wards 
and figures "Rs. 5 per day”, the words and figures 
"Rs.- 7.50 per day” will be substituted..

Annual Training Camp, Rs, 7.00 per 

National Cadet Corps cadet per diem 

Republic Day Contingent 
Camp and AU India Summer 
Training Camps. 

(g) in sub-paragraph (d) of paragraph 3 of the .Schedule 
11, for the words and figures “By rail : Rs, 3 per 
day”, the words and figures “By rail : Rs. 5 per day”, 
will be substituted. 

(h) after sub-paragraph (d) of paragraph 3 of the Schedule 
n, the following sub-paragraph shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

“(e) Washing and polishing allowance at the rate of 
Rs . 2 per month shall be paid for six months to 
Senior Wing Cadets and for eight months to lunior 
Wing Cadets in a year.” 

(i) for sub-paragraph (a) of paragraph 4 of the Sohedule 

n, the following will be’ substituted, namely 

“(a) A women selected for training as an Officer in 
the Senior Wing of the girls’ Division will be 
entitled to an allowance of Rs. .10 per day and 
a woman selected for training as an officer in the 
Junior Wing of the Girls Division wil be entitled 
to an allowance of Rs. 6 per day, for every day 
'attachment to the Arrhed Forces Unit/School/ 
Centre or to any training establishment of the 
National Cadet Coi ps including intervening Sundays 
and Holidays.”
